The cost of the Academy, Professor’s house, with other incidental expenses, is 
about ten thousand dollars. To liquidate this sum about three thousand dollars 
are yet wanting. To meet this, the Board has employed two Agents to solicit do- 
nations for the benefit of the Institution, confidently believing the people we re- 
spond at once to the calls of these Agents in behalf of the Academy. 

The Institution should be fondly cherished by us as a great means of dsefulness 
to our charch, bringing within the’ bounds of our own Synod the blessings of a lib- 
eral education, conducted under the fostering care of the Lutheran Church.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
Another yéar with its toils and labors has passed away. Throwah 
the merciful Providence of our Heavenly Father, we are again assembled in Syn- 
odical meeting. As Ministers and Lay délégates, wé have left our several homes / 
and convened here for the purpose of deliberating upon sthjects connecfed with the 
glory of our divine Redeemer. “© Momentous matters have an important bearing up- 
on the interests of our charch, and a close connection with the happiness of sdale, 
will come before us for our deliberate and prayerfal consideration. In relation to 
some of the various topics,-whieh may be presented to our attention, there may be 
a diversity of sentiment. “Nor is it to be expected that there should be entire wna- 
rimity of views on all points of a minor nature. But whilst we exercits the right 
of giving a candid expression of our sefitiments on the various subjects which mery 
come before us,’let us heed what an inspired Apostle says: ‘* Forbearing pile an 
other in love ; endeavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond «f peace.” 

It beconies my duty to report to you my official acts since our ent he meeting =. My 
oficist acts have been but few. 

On the 29th of last May I received a letter from Rev. B. Arey, in which he re- 
quosted me to give him a certificate of honorable dismission from’ Synod, with a 
view of changing his church relations. liv compliance with his request I gave him 
the desired certificate. 

On the 29th of last June, I received a letter from Rev. J. Crim, in which he in- 
formed me that some difficulties had arisen in his Pastorate, and suggested certain 
plans for their adjustment. I direeted him to refer the adjustment of said difficul- 
ties to the Special Conference of which he is a member; but, ina letter received on 
the 24th of last March, from Bro. Crim, he brewed me that the difficultiesspoken 
of, still remained unadjusted. 

By a resolution of the Ministerium at our last annual session, it was made the 
duty of the officers of Synod to extend to Rev. B.C. Hall a license to preach the 
Gospel; Provided he would furnish a certificate of honorable dismission from the 
denomination with which he formerly stood connected, and provided further, that 
he would submit to a course of Theological reading, as prescribed by the Ministe- 
rium. Brother Hall complied with the resolution of the Ministerium, whereupon 
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the Squad furnished him leanse, to the present 
In ‘presence of the. Bonrd of Directors of Western Carolina Male Académy, in 
Session assembled, Jan. 2d, 1856, Rev. J. D. Scheck tendered to me, as President 
of Synod, verbal resignation of his office as mentber of said Board. In connec- 
tion with this vacancy, the term of office of three other members of the Board ex- 
pires et.this time, It will. beconie the duty of the Synod, therefore, . at this meet- 
ing’ to elect four Directors, two Ministerial and two Lay Directors. 
The delegates appointed at our last Annual Meeting to attend the meeting of the 
General Synod, which assembled in Dayton, Ohio, on the 14th oflast June, did not 
attend. It is believed that their non-attendance js attributable to two causes.— 
lL. The interval between their appointment and the time of meeting of the Genera! 
Synod, wag too short to allow them to%make the: arrangements for so long 
& journey, and for #0 long an absence from home, as “would have been required on 
their part. 2. The want of a provision of means on the part of the church to pay 
their necessary traveling expenses. It would appear to be exacting too much of 
delegates to pay their own expenses when traveling on the exclusive business of 
the church. 1 would, therefore, recommend that the delegates to the General Syn- 
od be appointed at an earlier time than has hitherto been our custom, and that some 
provision be made for the defrayment of their necessary expenses. 

By a reference to the Minutes of the General Synod, it will be seen that much 


business of vital interest anil importance to the church. generally, was transacted at 


ite last meeting. Various items in the Minutes of said body invite the attention of 
this Synod at the present meeting, I would recommend the appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to report the various items onthe part of this Synod 


at its present convention. 


During the greater part of the f past year, ‘Bre. Linn oad myself preached twice a 
month alternately at St. Peter’s church in Rowan county. This church was for- 


- merly under the exclusive control of members of that branch of the Lutheran fam- 


ily in:connection with the Tennessee Synod.. Upon certain stipulated conditions, 
which are now being complied with, one-half of the property was ceded to mem- 
bers of the church in cénnection with this Synod. This church is located in a 
densely populated community, and somewhat remote from all surrounding church - 


eg. A-small congregation has already been organized, and it is believed that, by 


prudent and diligent efforts, a respectable and influential community of members 
ean be collected at this place. There appears to be a disposition on the part of al! 
concerned, to realize what the sacred pemman says: ‘‘ Behold, how good and 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity.” 

From a personal interview, during the past winter, with Rev. Paul Kistler from 
the Synod of South Carolina, learned that he designed locating in Iredell county in 
this State, with a view of taking charge of the Iredell pastorate. From incidental 


_ information received since then, I learn that he has carried out his contemplated 


design, and taken permanent charge of said pastorate. 
‘Special Conferences were held during the past year as required by amp Sietiedica! 
Constitution. Any business transacted by them, apart from the plain and practi- 


' gal preaching of the Gospel, will doubtless be reported by the several Secretaries. 


It will afford the members of Synod matter for unfeigned gratitade to God, to, be 
informed of the prosperous condition, during the past year, of Western Carolina 
Male Academy. . Under the able and efficient administration of its worthy Princi- 
pal, the school is rapidly rising into popular favor, and commanding the respect 
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and gaining the confidence of the community at large. This school, if properly 
sustained, is destined to wield an important influence, and prove a lasting blessing 
to our church in this State. By the erection of this Institution, educational faci) 
ities are furnished to parents to have their sens educated at home, without the ne 
cessity of sending them abroad to other schools. To its permanent prosperity and 
usefulness, however, it is necessary that it be duly fostered and cared for. It 
‘Claims our continued sympathies and prayers. The members of the church gener- 
ally, within our Synodical bounds, should feel deeply interested in its success, and 
cheerfully contribute of their money, to enable the Board of Directors to place it on 
permanent basis.

tors:of W, C. M. Academy, beg leave to state that they have attended to this 

duty. We learn with pleasure, that the Institution is in a prosperous condi- 
-tion.. Although the number of students is not so large as during last year, 

--yet the interests of the school require the services of an additional Teacher. __ 
Such an assistant had been employed, but in consequence of his sickness, 

he asked-and obtained permission to return home. 

The number of students in attendance at the close of the winter session was 


46. The Professor has the undivided confidence of the entire Board, and it is 
confidently expected that there will be a large increase of students the ensu- 
ing session’. 

We learn from this report that the entire cost of building has not been all 
paid. -But the belief: is expressed that, by the united and efficient action of 
’ all our ministers and congregations, the debt can be paid, and this school can 
be made as good as any of the kind in the State. 

Presents of books have been received from Rev. Dr. Stark, of Phila- 
delphia, and P, A. Seaford, Esq. 

The Board propose to raise Ten Thousand Dollars, as an additional endow- 
ment fund, thus making the whole amount Twenty Thousand Dollars, that 
' two Teachers may be employed; and have engaged the Rev. C. Lentz, as 
their agent, to collect funds for this purpose.

REPORT. 


Dear Breroren.: 


Grace to you, and peace, from God, our Father, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Inasmuch as cireumstances, which shall be made known to 
you at the proper time, deny me the pleasure and privilege 
of meeting you in synodical convention this year, I am under 


the necessity of submitting to you my Report through the 
hands of another person. 


God, in his kind providence, has again permitted you to as- 
semble. He has graciously spared us, without permitting 
death to mark any of us as his victims, though many of our 
- friends and neighbors have gone to their final account. And 
while this should awaken in us emotions of gratitude to our 
Hleavenly Father, may it stimulate us to renewed zeal and 
energy in our several callings, and for all those benevolent 
causes which have for their object, either directly or indirect- 
ly, the amelioration of mankind, and the glory of God; so 
that we may not “ grow weary in well-doing,” but “ work 


while it is day, for the night cometh in which no man can 
work.” 


In obedience to the requirements of the constitution, I shal! 


now lay before youa report of my official acts during the past 
synodical year. 
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On the 9th of June, I received from Rev. W. A. Julian a 
certificate of regular standing in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church ; whereupon, in accordance with -a resolution of the 
-Ministerium, at its lagt-convention; the officers of the Synod 
gave him license. I would state, in this connection, that 
Bro, Julian, soon after the meeting of Synod at St. Enoch’s, 
___ moyed to Mt. Pleasant and entered the Institution, intending 
. to spénd several years ‘there, with a view to qualify himself 
better for the ministry. Being disappointed, however, in his 
expected means of support, he was compelled, about the mid- 
dle of last session, to relinquish his laudable purpose, and to 
make arrangements for entering the field of labor. . Query — 
should not Synod have made some provision for this brother ? 


On the 2nd Sabbath in June, according. to a resolution of 
the Ministerium, the officers of Synod ordained Rev. D. I. 
Dreher in his Church at Concord. The president preached 
the ordination sermon, from Gal. vi, 14. The exercises were 
characterised by deep solemnity. May 1 this brother, who has 
already endeared himself to his people, labor with much suc- 
cess. 

On the 6th of August, I wrote to Rev. A Grimes, as direc- 
ted by Synod, with a view of eliciting information as-to the 
amount of labor he still performs, the state of his eongrega- 
tion, &e. I received an answer on the 6th of October, and 
another communication on the 16th of February. Brother 
Grimes states that his health is feeble, and urges this ‘as the 


—_ reason of his absence from Synod. He still preaches two 


Sabbaths i in the month td a small congregation, having, how- 
ever, but five communicants ; though it appears that he ex- 
peets to organise a small class of catechismens, from the fact 
that he desired a few catechisms. He wishes to continue a 
member of Synod the remaining days of his life. I would 
suggest that his last letter be read before Synod. 

On the 21st of October, Rev. L. C. Groseclose personally 
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informed me that he had resigned the Davidson pastorate, 
and accepted a call from the Salisbury and Union churehes, 
and that he had already assumed tlie duties of that charge. 
We have been much gratified to learn that this. brother has, 
thus far, labored with signal success, particularly in the Salis- 
bury congregation, which has received new life and energy 
under his eflicient ministrations. The Lord bless his future 
labors, and grant him “ man y souls for his hire.” 


On the 28rd of October, Rev. W. G. Harter personally ten- 
dered his resignation as a member of the Board of Directors 
of W. C. M. Academy, having accepted an appointment as 
agent for the Home Missionary Society of the General Synod: 
And on the 27th of March, I received a letter from Bro. Har- 
ter, desiring me to render to Synod his excuse for his non- 
attendance this year, urging the great distance as the reason. 


Synod will be gratified to learn that Bro. Harter is laboring 
assiduously, and with success. 


On the 1st of December, I received a letter from Rev. B. 
©. Hall, informing me that he had resigned his Union con- 
gregation ; and, on the 10th of March, the same brother in- 
formed me.that he had taken charge of Luther Chapel until 


the meeting of Synod. The proceedings of conference will 
show the reason of the change made. 


On the 2nd of March, I received a communication from 
the Rev. Ernst Hoffman, of Poughkeepsie, New York, wish- 
ing to know whether he could be supplied with a German 
congregation within the bounds of our Synod. I informed | 
him that we had no such congregation in connection with 
our Synod, and directed him to the Pennsylvania Synod. 


On the 6th of March, Rev. W. A. Julian informed me, by 
note, that he had accepted a call from the Davidson charge. 
May the Great Head of the Church make this young brother 
useful in his vineyard. . 
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On the 27th.of March, I received.a letter from Rev. J. 
Crim, complaining of difficulties in his charge. Learning 
incidentally that the Conference at Concord had referred

On the 26th of December, @ convention of the scholarship- 
holders of W. 0. M. Academy was held at Organ Church, 
to consult about the best interest of the Institution, and, if 
possible, to fall upon a plan to increase the endowment 
fund. Among other plans, it was proposed that, in view of 
the very low rate of scholarships, each holder of a scholar- 
ship, having it in use, should annually pay six dollars in 
addition to the interest, and that this should accrue to the 
Institution, making the obligation binding as soon as forty of 
the whole number would sign their names. As the repre- 
sentative of Synod, holding three scholarships, I signed the 
Obligation. It will be for Synod to justify or condemn the 
-act. I-would also ‘state here, that I have received, during 
the year, $27,00 for scholarships let out.

» According'to a resolution of Synod, it was made my duty 
to take charge of the Mt. Carmel congregation, and I will 
here state, that the congregation desires the arrangement to 
continue. 


‘It will be your duty to elect the usual number of Directors 
for W. C. M. Academy, and also one in the room of Rev. 
W. G. Harter, resigned. 


‘The President of the Board of Directors will, doubtless, in 
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or 
his report, bring to your notice our Institution at Mt. Plea- 
sant. But I cannot help availing myself of this opportunity, 
through the medium of my report, to enlist your sympathies, 
your ‘energies, and your liberal contributions in its behalf. 
It is now more than two years since you ¢éalled me to preside 
over this infant Institution. Ever since, it has been the sub- 
ject of my prayers, and the object of my concentrated ener- 
gies. I have labored single-handed,—I have toiled inces- 
santly to establish it;—to give it character and prominence 
abroad; and I trust that my labors have not been altogether 
in vain. But after all, what can your Principal accomplish 
without your co-operation? You have planted the Institu- 
tion, you must nurse it, you must rear it, else it cannot flour- 
ish,—cannot prosper. Are you interested in it? Are you 
united in sentiment and effort? Brethren, it is needless for 
me to tell you your duty in reference to this matter. You 
know what is necessary. You know your duty. If you 
love the Church,—if you regard the intelligence and moral- 
ity of the community, you must use your influence in its 
favor. Itis the Institution of the Church, and the Church 
must sustain it, or ztse/f languish and die. The Church and 
her Institutions are inseparably connected, and derive life 
and strength one from the other. They reciprocally tend to 
each other’s advancement, and the inefficiency of the one 

must cripple the energies of the other. Let Synod and the 
Church sustain the Institution and it will sustain and 


_ dignify the Synod, while the benefits resulting will dif- 


diffuse themselves over the whole Church. We have, in- 
deed, had opposition to contend with, and pirncipally from 
our own Lutheran household; but we have, thank God, thus 


~* far succeeded. But we need the sympathies and liberal sup- 


port of the Church. I call upon you, then, as you value the 
Church,—as you value the cause of Christ, sustain your In- 
stitution—hold it up before your people—secure it many lib- 
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~ eral friends, and you will perform a noble deed, and secure a 
to 


Query—Is. it right for a tinister of this Synod to absent 
himself habitually from the meetings of conference, without 
sending an excuse! .

“It isa well-known fact, that some of our brethren, in con- 
nection with their pastorates, have plantations to manage, 
which necessarily must, in a great measure, divert their 
attention from their pastoral duties.. In times past this may 
have been necessary, but it is not now. Without deeming it 
necessary to quote any particular passage of scripture, it is 


- @nough to say, that the spirit of God’s word entirely conflicts 


with this practice, and nothing is more plain than that the 
Gospel teaches a separation from secular business in the min- 
istry. And indeed, experience proves that any occupation 
in connection with the ministerial office, is a great hindrance 
to the prosperity of the church. If a minister has a farm, it 
is very natural for his members to say, “he has himself a 
source of income ; we need not pay so much ;” and the minis- 
ter thus receiving a@ meagre support, will be compelled to 
give more attention to his farm. Thus his study is neglected, 
his pastoral field is not visited, his pulpit performances suf- 
fer, and his congregations cannot prosper. He who would 


_ preach acceptably, and build up the church, must spend the 


greater portion of his time in his study and among his people. 
He who does not endeavor to have the dew of God’s grace 
distilled upon his services by prayerful study—he who does 
not endeavor to water his spiritual plants by going through 
the field with the gentle sprinkling of religious conversation, 
will soon see a b etaben dearth, and a barren and unfruitful 
waste. 
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Then let the minister rid himself of his incumbrance, and 
give his whole time and attention to his people; and let his 
people build him a parsonage, and support him in such a 
manner that he will be raised above the necessity cf follow- 
ing another occupation in connection with the ministry, and, 
in less than ten years, if both do their duty, that which is now 
a wilderness, will be a garden. The church will prosper— 


-- her Institutions will flourish, and all her benevolent causes 


will be advaneed. 


I would state, in justice, that some of the brethren have 
lately disposed of their incumbrances, and are willing to throw 
themselves upon the liberality of the people, and I know oth- 
ers whose sincere desire is to “ go and do likewise ;” and we 


trust that their people will soon hold out sufficient induce- 
ment for them to give themselves “ wholly to the work, of the 


ministry.” 


I would suggest, therefore, that this subject be brought be- 
fore our people, with a view to remedy the evil as soon as 
possible. 


And now, may your present convention be one of peace 
and harmony, and may the blessing of God attend all your 
‘deliberations. The Grace of God be with you. Amen.
